The law 
passed by the 
Indiana 
legislature at the 1917 session, cre­ 
ating a state highway commission, 
under whose jurisdiction the Louis­ 
ville to Indianapolis and Evansville 
to Cincinnati highways were routed 
through this city w as today declared 
to he constitutional by the Indiana 
supreme court. 
The validity of the 
law was questioned several months 
in the Hamilton circuit court and the 
contention of the plaintiffs that the 
net was not valid w as sustained. 
An 
appeal w as taken, but in the mean­ 
time all work under the supervision 
of the commission was stopped. 
The 
opinion handed down by the supreme 
court m eans that the 
original pro­ 
gram formulated 
by the 
highway 
com mission will be resumed. 
Louis 
IL W right, of Bartholomew county, 
was appointed chairman o f the coro­ 
n a tio n , and W. ll. Rights, former 
city engineer, was deputy engineer 
until 
he enlisted 
for Y. M. 
C. A. 
overseas service. 
A dispatch to The Republican this 
afternoon relative to the opinion of 
the supreme court is as follow s: 
“The supreme court reversed the 
decision 
o f 
the Hamilton 
circuit 
court. 
Road improvements 
under 
the 
highway 
commission 
will 
he 
started immediately.. Work will be­ 
gin on a series of main market high­ 
w ays, the first to he constructed to 
connect 
South Bend 
and Indiana, 
Chairman W right, of tile commission, 
anonuneed. 
This highway 
will be 
120 railes in length and will cost $3,- 
(KIO,OOO. 
^Work 
on

roads 
planned will also he started within a 
-bort time. 
“The court’s decision will also have 
it vital effect on other commissions 
and offices created by the legisla­ 
ture. 
A ttorneys who attacked the 
constitutionality of the law, declared 
that it w as unconstitutional because 
the basic law did not give the legis­ 
lature power to create offices, fund 
for the support o f which were to be 
procured from the state treasury. 
“The supreme court held that the 
legislature did have the power to cre­ 
ate 
such offices and that 
all such 
acts by the legislature are legal. The

Growth of Grain Was Rapid Durinq 
the Late Fall and is Now Un­ 
protected from the Cold. 


Growing wheat in Jackson county 
is in need o f a cover of snow for 
protection from the cold, according 
to farm ers. 
They declare teat the 
grain bud a rapid growth during the 
fall and the early winter and has 
reached a point where it ought to he 
protected from the low* temperature. 
It is not believed thP grain has been 
damaged to any considerable extent 
a s yet, but a long continuo j period 
o f cold weather would undoubtedly 
damage 
it unless 
a heavy 
snow 
should come first. 
ThP farmers point out that the 
ground was frozen at a time when 
it w as filled -with moisture and it 
is now with difficulty that the roots 
of the wheat secure sufficient air 
through.the hard ground. 
In a few 
places the H essian fly has appear­ 
ed in tho field and this pest may 
become a menace in the spring. The 
extent o f the Av damage cannot be 
ascertained until later, the farmers 
say.

By United Press 
London, January IO— The fight in 
Berlin for 
control of 
the German 
government is turning 
iii favor of 
Chancellor 
Ebert according to the 
latest 
advices today. 
Government 
forces were reported to 
have cap­ 
tured practically all public building.-. 
Martial law has been proclaimed 
throughout the city and reenforce­ 
ments 
are pouring 
into Berlin 
to 
clinch the apparent victory over the 
Spartacans. 
The government 
is estim ated 
to 
have more than 50,000 troops under 
arms at strategic points throughout 
tho country. 
More than a thousand 
Prussian Bolshevik! in German uni­ 
forms were reported fighting on tile 
side o f the insurgents. 
The German 
land troops have been disbanded, it 
was announced in an official dispatch 
from Berlin. 
D ispatches here are confirmed by 
Zurich 
advices 
received 
in 
Paris 
which state that Chancellor Ebert is 
master 
o f the situation 
in Berlin. 
Field M arshal Von Hindenlmrg is in 
Potsdam, it is reported 
He will not 
allow any election until order is fully 
restored. 
Von Hindenburg’s pres­ 
ence together with the governm ent’s 
decision to use a rm s in suppressing 
the 
insurgents 
have 
com pletely 
changed the situation. 
Great numbers of volunteers are 
enrolled in the government 
forces. 
Cavalry 
and Prussian 
guards are 
massed at all gates o f the capital.

may have the honor o f fathering the 
definite plan for application of Presi­ 
dent W ilson’s principle o f a league 
of nations. 
The impression was growing here 
today that plans form ulated by mem­ 
bers of the British war cabinet may 
finally be adopted by the peace con­ 
ference. 
It is known that the Amer­ 
ican delegates are sym pathetically 
studying ideas advanced by the Brit­ 
ish officials and 
it is believed 
the 
president, who has formed his own 
plan, is respectively inclined toward 
the British program. 
Added strength has been given to 
this view by the fa ct that Lord Ce­ 
cil, assistant secretary o f state for 
foreign affairs, who long ago took an 
advanced attitude on this subject, is 
engaging in constantly lengthening 
conferences with the American re­ 
presentatives. 
Other 
influential 
members o f the British cabinet also 
submitted data regarding the league 
of nations, which the Americans are 
studying thoroughly, aud with grow­ 
ing approval. 
Cecil’s plans, 
it is known, 
con­ 
template far more power than the 
league has been suggested for other 
allied sources. 
It is believed, how­ 
ever, that he is inclined toward W il­ 
son’s attitude, that Germany should 
he 
admitted to 
probationary mem­ 
bership. 
Cecil has often expressed 
tin1 view that form ation of the league 
is the most important .iud should be 
the first work of the peace confer­ 
ence.

York will be on low fuel food sup­ 
plies, the lower bay will be congest­ 
ed with incoming steam ers unable to 
dock and conditions will be exceed­ 
ingly grave, it is believed. 
The harbor remained bare o f ship­ 
ping this morning. 
Commuters were 
unable to cross the bay and rivers 
on ferries, and the tube trains were 
jammed 
to 
suffocation. 
Serious 
freight 
congestion 
is feared.

number 
o f steam ers are 
lying at 
quarantine. 
Sixteen thousand boat­ 
men were out this morning. They de­ 
manded more pay and shorter hours. 
The government 
blames the 
boat 
owners for the trouble as they re­ 
fused 
to arbitrate the 
question of 
hours of work.

Soldiers’ 
Letters 


Writes from Germany. 
Earl Schubert writes from Trier, 
Germany, as follows: 
December I, 1918. 
Dear Family 
Ju.-t a few words to let you know 
I ani at the present time situated 
very comfortably in what was a few 
months ago a German hospital, but 
now billets for 
American soldiers. 
Trier i> a town of about 80,060 po­ 
pulation. 
We came into German te r­ 
ritory last Monday. 
Tis trqe they 
do not think as much of us as they 
once did but they treat us very nice 
at any rate. 
They feel very 
bad 
having lost the w ar but are glad the 
Kaiser is not with them any longer, 
besides they are very badly in need 
of food. The children gather around 
our mes^ kitchen and they eat bread 
as it' they were starved. 
The bread 
Germany 
bas been eating 
is very 
poor in fact hardly good enough to 
eat. J haven’t received mail for unite 
some time because of our moving -o 
much. 
We were in Dudelengen, Lux- 
enberg for almost ten days. 
They 
were 
neutral in the war 
and they 
thought quite a little of Americans. 
Inviting 
them out to eat 
and also 
gave them feather beds. 
I had two 
meals there that were as good as 
any 
I have ever eaten. 
They eat 
five times a day here in Germany. 
I 
haven’t 
the least idea 
how much 
longer we 
will he over here. 
We 
feel as if we are working towards a 
German jwirt 
probably Kiel 
where 
we will he shipped back home. 
We 
are 
very anxious 
to get out 
of 
Europe. 
I have had some wonder­ 
ful experiences and have seen quite 
a bit of Europe and it- people, 
We 
followed up the Maselle river here 
in Germany and it is very beautiful. 
This is sure 
some advertiser 
for 
America. 
I . S. trucks are rambling 
through here all day and we have 
-lire opened the eyes of the German 
people. 


Loagwieh, Germany, 
December 5, 1918. 
Again I had ju st about finished my 
letter at Trier when they gave us 
orders to move so I did not get to 
finish it hut now I can finish -ame. 
I received your letter dated Novem­ 
ber 12 and it sure was interesting. 
It 
must have been a 
glorious day 
when the news 
reached the states. 
We hardly noticed it over here as we 
were in 
a village which 
had been 
shot to pieces and only troops were 
billeted 
there. 
Tile only 
way we 
could tell the Armistice was signed 
was 
the stopping of the 
firing a t 
eleven o’clock. 
Should the war have 
gone a week or so longer we would 
have been in the midst pf it but I 
was up far enough to have a few ex­ 
periences which were worthy of note. 
The town we are now in is located 
in Prussia one of the Provinces of 
Germany and the soldiers who came 
from here were known as the P ru s­ 
sian Guards. At the present time IO 
of us are billeted in a house which 
is 
owned 
by 
two 
brothers 
who 
fought for Germany 4^2 years and 
only returned 14 days ago from the 
front. I will be very glad to get back 
home 
again 
and fill 
that 
vacant 
chair. 
This has been a 
very long 
stay from home and has been and 
will be my furtheresfc distance from 
home. 
I will send Mrs. 
Carlock a 
postal as soon as I get an oppor­ 
tunity. 
You can send papers now 
and 
as for money I 
haven’t been 
paid now for more than two months 
but I don’t have any occasion to use 
much 
money over here. 
We have 
been paid in French money but as 
French 
money 
is worth so 
much 
more than German money. They have 
been holding up our money for an 
exchange. 
A franc in 
France is 
worth 
about 20 cents. 
A mark in 


Germany is worth 25 cents or used 
to he. 
Now' IOO francs are worth 
about 135 marks, 
rf we were paid 
in Francs we would loose money as 
the Germans only allow 20 cents per 
franc and 25 cents per mark. 
I my­ 
self am 
having some trip 
through 
Germany and ani moving up toward 
Coblenz which will he the Army of 
Occupation. 
Coblenz is along 
the 
Rhine hut 
it seems 
most of 
the 
American 
troops who were 
on the 
line when Peace was made are going 
home through a German port. 
All 
we 
can do is wait, 
it may he 
a 
month and it may be six hut some of 
the days I am going to drop off again 
in New York and shall he back home 
again in Indiana. 
Tomorrow I shall 
be 23 and must begin to look for a 
frau or I may be out of luck, but 
first of all I must start wofk over 
again. 
I must close. 
I hardly know 
when this letter will reach you or 
when 
it will be mailed 
hut here’s 
hoping I get home before it does.

All errors mu.-t 
be corrected by the Auditor. 
Assignees, G uardians, A dm inistrators andYther-x who pay taxes on 
property in tru-d. and those whose taxes are complicated, will save valu­ 
able time by rendering a statement o f the same to the T reasurer as early 
(1s convenient, in order to make the proper divisions and to correct com­ 
putation apportionment of taxes on such estates. 
Ditch Tax paym ents expire sam e itrae and date a- regular tax, and 
all unpaid Ditch Taxes ore subject to the same penalty as other taxes.
